As the establish- 
ment of a wheat board will place heavy obli- 
gations upon the government, naturally the 
government would prefer that there should be | 
no wheat board, But the government has only 
an equality, not a majority of votes in the 
House of Commons. Therefore it must get sup 
port from one or other of the opposition groups 
in order to carry on. So far it has chosen to 
depend upon the Progressive group for sup-| 
port. ,The more it has leaned on that support | 
the more it has come to depend upon it, and 
the less likely it is to get suppert from the 
Conservative group, which constitutes the of. | 
ficial opposition. When the Progressives in | 
parliament unitedly and determinedly demand | 
a wheat board, and are backed either aggres- 
sively or tacitly by the large majority of the 
daily press of the prairie west, the government 
is placed in a difficult position, to say the 
least, if the demand is refused. Tho govern- 
ment has yielded so often recently to less 
powerful pressure that the chances of its 
yielding in this case are at least a good bet. 

Skilful propaganda, persistently carried on, 
has been successful in impressing the large 
majority of western wheat growers with the 
belief that in the operation of a wheat board 
would be found a remedy for the recent low 
prices for their staple crop. 

Last fall, prices were down. This spring 
prices are up. Obviously if wheat had been 
held last fall and sold this spring the farmer 
would have benefitted greatly. A wheat 
board financed on the national credit could 
have done this. Therefore, let us have a wheat} 
board! If the assumed wheat board had had 
radio connection ‘with the Kingdom of Heaven) 
they would have known that if they held on! 
last fall they would be able to sell to advant- 
age this spring. But without such connection 
they could not know; and therefore might

the Argentine and India are all large exporters’ 


of wheat, the two former with boundless 
possibilities of increased production. Russia, 
the greatest wheat producer of all countries in 
the ‘world, is temporarily out of the market, 
but will come back sometime. Attempted mar 
ket manipulation by Canada could only result 
in stimulating production in competing coun 
tries, thereby tending to elbow Canada out. 
New wheat comes on the world’s market in 
every month of the year. Holding wheat fora 
rise is gambling, ‘whether by a wheat board 
by the grain exchange. or by the individual 
farmer. The demand for a wheat board is a 
demand that a government appointed board 
shall be authorized to gamble in the wheat 
crop of the Canadian West in the hope that 
the farmer will profit by the gamble. But 
gambling involves the possibility of loss as 
well as of profit, and as already stated, unless 
the wheat board can foretell world prices it 
must take the same chances as any one else.

“Why! Look at it this way. I think if this 
“province conferred a monopoly in wheat}

‘‘bank as to his power.”’ 

Just as easy as that! And why not? The 
board owns the wheat without paying for it 
And fixes the initial payment to suit itself 
That being the case, why should the credit of, 
the province be involved as it is involved by 
the terms of the act? 

The only possible answer is that the finane 
ing is not so easy as Mr, Dunning says it is, 
and that it is actually necessary for the prov 
inee ta assume ful! liability in order to carry 
the project through ' . 

If it were merely a matter of buying and 
selling the wheat—cutting out the middleman; 
the speculator—there would be no need to in- 
volve the credit of the province. But when the, 
purpose is to control] demand by controlling! 
supply that is an entirely different matter. It 
is because this is the purpose of the establish-| 
ment of the board that the provinve as a 
whole is compelled to assume the stupendous 
lability of carrying the crop for such period, 
whether two months or two years, as the 
wheat board may consider desirable 

While the province may carry the cost and! 
face the-risk of the initial payment on account| 
o? the wheat crap, the producer must carry the 
balance to become due on account of partici- 
pation certificate.

to the last letter. It happens that in the present

They will not have 
to devote their time, talent and energy to the 
political game,as the voters who elected them 
will hereafter attend to politeal affairs them 
selves. ‘he people are tired of electing re- 
presentatives merely for the purpose of 

| earrying on political activitips, and hereafter 
they will expect their elected representatives

work ‘for which they have been elected, The 
people themselves will operate the political 
} machinery by which they eleet their repre. 
sentatives to serve them. In other words, 
‘we expect legislators instead of politicians, 
he concluded,

When 
President Wood reviews the wheat board legis- 
lation and thinks of what more he might have 
done with such a weapon in hand, he may well 
recall the historic saying of Lord Clive, the 
conqueror and despoiler of India, that he was 
“qurprised at his own moderation."’ But, after 
all, there is this to be said for President Wood: 
Townley, the Non-Partizan boss of North Da- 
kota, in his wildest flights of fancy, never con- 
templated the commandecring of the wheat 
crop of the State, or the setting up of an auth- 
ority that ignored the jurisdiction of the courts. 
Alberta under ‘Wood has set a mark in the as- 
sertion of autocratic authority that was never 
attempted by Townley in North Dakota. 

The U.F.A. has been in power only a year in 
| Alberta. ‘The life of the Legislature has four 
| years more to run. That gives the organization 
j ample time to function in the doing of many 
| things.

Premier Greenfield made qn Thursday 8 
learefully prepared statement in justification 
|of the wheat board bill then before the Legia- 
lature. This bill, with its duplicate in Sask- 
atchewan, is the most important that has ever 
yet come before a Provincial Legislature in 
Canada. It sets aside the rights of private 
property, suspends the authority of the law, 
and mortgages the Province to an indefinite 
amount on the plea that thereby it can control 
the price of wheat in the world’s markets. It 
is railroaded through the legislature on the 
ground of emergency, without any information 
being given from any source as to how the 
emergency—low wheat prices—is to be met. 

Such a bill put through under such cirenm- 
atances should be accompanied by the fullest 
and most definite explanations by those re- 
aponsible for its introduction and who must 
also be responsible for its operation. Az Prem- 
ier of the Province it was up to Mr. Greenfield 
to show cause why in such large measure the 
|vights and liberties of the people of Alberta 
should be taken from them and their crevlit 
encumbered to such an extent. It is equally 
up to the citizens of the province to consider 
carefully the several facts and deductions that 
jhe then put forward on his responsibility as 
}managing director of the affairs of the prov- 
ince. 

Judged by any possible standard the Prem- 
ier’s statement failed to show any substantial 
reason why the wheat of the province should be 
commandeered by the wheat board, or how the 
farmer would be benefitted by having to wait 
for an indefinite number of months for the 
final payment for his wheat. Most important 
of all, there was no indication given as to the 
amount of the initial payment. Jt was made 
abundantly clear that, having the right of 
|sSummary expropriation of the wheat .of the 
| province and the unlimited use of the credit of 
the provinee as well, the wheat board could 


Bese back wheat from market at will; but it 


was not indicated in any degree how the board 
was to become aware of the most advantageous 
time to sell. The power to hold back will 
naturally give full scope to the guessing abil- 
j ities of the board, but carries with it no assur- 
janee that in holding back for higher prices 
| they may not finally have to take lower prices. 
The impression was given that by the arbi- 
| trary authority and compulsory powers of the 
| board the overseas consumers could be com- 
pelled to pay as the home producer could be 
;compelled to deliver. Such an impression is as 
utterly wrong and as liable to lead to the same 
| disastrous results as the obsession under which 
|so many people have believed that they had 
|a scheme by which they could break the bank 
at Monte Carlo. Mr. Greenfield’s address put 
beyond argument that the purpose of the board 
was intended to be gambling not trading in 
wheat. 

Premier Greenfield—as did H. W. Wood in 
|the U.F.A. Magazine of June 18th—enlarged 
on the grain congestion that usually oecurs 01. 
the prairies in the fall, as a reason why the 
compulsory marketing of his wheat crop would 
he to the producer’s advantage. While there 
ean be no doubt as to the disadvantage of the 
congestion, it has not yet been made clear 
by either Mr. Wood, Premier Dunning or 
Premier Greenfield, how the result of the con- 
ditions which produce the annual congestion 
can be avoided by simply ignoring them, as 
all three suggest. If difficulties could be 
overcome by simply refusing to recognize their 
existence this would be an easier world to live 
in—but it would have to be a very different 
world. 

The annual congestion is caused by climatie 
conditions which shut off transportation to the 
ultimate consumer for from four to six months 
in the year except at excessive cost of rail 
haul. Arbitrary and ffr-reaching though the 
powers of the wheat board certainly are, they 
yet fall short of keeping Canada’s lakes and 
St. Lawrence ports open during the winter 
months, It is entirely dishonest on the part of 
advoeates of the wheat board, whoever they 
are, or whether their responsibilities are great 
or small, to blame the annual interruption of 
the flow of Canada’s wheat to the Buropean 
markets upon the system of open marketing and 
to suggest that a system of compulsory mark- 
i will eure the disadvantage to the pro- 

heer, 

The Premier bewails that at present no one 
is interested in the price the farmer receives 
for his wheat except himself, And pray how 
much more will an autocratic wheat board, re- 
sponsible to no one, be interested? For in. 
stance, how much more was the wheat board 
of 1919-20 interested, when every Canadian 
farmer living within hauling distance of a 
United States elevator hauled his wheat there 
because he knew that the open market of the 
lInited States gave him more money for hia 
wheat than the closed market of the Canadian 
Wheat board? Contrary to Premier Green- 
fields’ suggestion, everybody is interested in 
the farmer getting for his wheat all that the 
market will give him; but until the idea of 
supernatural inspiration as to future markets 
struck Prophet Wood no one—except an occas 
ional American plunger—assumed that hold- 
ing for future sale was anything but a guess 
and therefore a gamble. A gamble which it was 
i the business of the producer himself ts take if 


. 
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he saw fit, but was objectionable action ou the 
part of anyone else. 

Premier Greenfield is convinced that as a 
vesult of the present system of open marketing 
“the profit whch should rightfully go to the 
“producer is absorbed by the grain dealer.” 
No doubt the grain dealer expects ta make a 
profit on his transactions; and no dowbt in 
come cases he does make a substantial profit. 
On the other hand, the record proves that 
the shores af the sea of finanve are «trewn 
with the wrecks of men and companies who 
thought as the wheat board advocates arguo, 
that dealing in wheat was a sure road to for 
tune, On any question of finance an ounce of 
fact is worth several tons of theory. The 
United Grain Growers is an incorporated com 
pany which deals largely in Western grain 
It holds membership in the Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange. It is commonly reported to handle 
very much more grain than any other member 
of the exchange. It has been in business a 
number of years. It is reported to bo as suc- 
cessful as most grain dealing companies. The 
president of the company is the leader of the 
Progressive party in the Dominion House of 
Commons, During the stress of the recent 
federal elections The Bulletin took occasion 
to look up some of the records in connection 
with this company and the facts were pub- 
lished in detail. The record showed that the 
National Trust Company held a mortgage of 
two million dollars on certain elevator and 
other properties of the United Grain Growers, 
Limited, as security for an issue of 6 per cent. 
gold ‘bond’ of that amount, which the com 
pany was preparing to offer in Junuary, 1920 
It is to be presumed that the U.G.G. was bor- 
rowing in such large amount on long terms 
because it needed the money. And if it needed 
that amount of New York money at that time 
it was because it had not found such large and 
assured profits in the grain business as Premier 
Greenfield indicated were being made by grain 
dealers out of the farmer. It does not better 
the caso any that both Messrs. Wood and 
Greenficld are, or have been, more or less in- 
timately connected with the operations of the 
U.G.G. and therefore must have had knowledge 
of the facts. Of necessity the U.G.G. competes 
closely with other grain dealers throughout 
Alberta and Manitoba, and whatever condit- 
ions confront that company confront its com- 
petitors as well. The Saskatchewan official 
report of 1914, signed lby Mr. (now Premier) 
Dunning, in which he is responsible for the 
statement that grain was then being handled 
between Fort William and Liverpool on a 
margin of profit of from one-half to one cent 
a bushel. should have prevented Premicr 
‘Greenfield from making the assertion as to 
grain dealers’ profits with which he is ered.

Speaking of the pressure of creditors upon

Of course we 
know that the price can be increased against 
the home consumer: he always gets it in the 
neck. But so far as the export surplus is con- 
cerned, after all the debate in both the Saskat- 
ehewan and Alberta Legislatures, the con- 
dition still stands that unless the wheat board 
can secure foreknowledge of the dispensations 
of Divine (Providence in other exporting 
countries as well as our own—and to some ex- 
tent in the importing countries as well—the 
wheat board is being empowered to use the 
money and the credit of the provinces of Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan to gamble in thc 
wheat produced by the farmers of those prov- 
inces during the present crop year.

The ‘Wheat Board Act was rushed through 
the Legislatures of Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
without time for due consideration or discua- 
sion; the respective ‘provincial governments 
were empowered to increase at will and with- 
out limit the authority thus hastily given; and 
| the wheat board in the exercise of its functions 
was made a law unto itself, and placed above 
the anthority of the courts, all’on the plea of 
emergency. 

The Saskatchewan House met on Thursday, 
July 20th, and prorogued on the 26th. The Al- 
berta' Legislature met on the 25th and pro- 
rogued on the 8lst. In each case the session 
lasted a week. Not long considering the charac- 
ter of the legislation passed and the amount of 
money at stake, But plenty long enough for the 
members of the majority to register unwinking 
approval of the decisions already reached at the 
headquarters of the U.F.A. 

And now: What was the emergency that 
gave grounds for action so subversive of repre- 
sentative institutions and responsible govern- | 
ment in this 20th century and after the’ world 
vietory for democracy achieved in 19189 The | 
answer is that. there were two emergencies: one | 
as to time, and the other as to purpose. As to 
time: it was necessary that the wheat ,board | 
should be ready to function as soonas the wheat 
crop began to move, and therefore from tho | 
hour of the opening of the Legislatures there | 
was not a moment to lose.

tion of the measure, The action of the Federal | 
Parliament regarding the wheat board was | 
solely on the demand of the leaders of the same 
organization that elected the majorities in both 

the Alberta and Saskatchewan legislatures. 

Having foreed the, hand of the Dominion Gov- 

ernment and compelled the passing of the Act | 
they had every opportunity for being prepared 

to deal with the measure in the Provincial | 
Legislature without delay. The emergency as to | 
time was strictly artificial, created to keep con- | 
trol in the hands of the bosses of the organiza- | 
| tion. and to keep the people at large from dis 
cussing matters that were already decided for 
them by their leaders. 

The emergency of purpose related to the fin- 
‘ancial position of the farming community, the 
result of fallen prices for farm products. There 
ia no question that since the middle of 1920 
there has been a serious deflation in price of 
‘all necessities of life. Farm products were the 
| first to feel this deflation and were most ser- 


| jously affected. Reduction in price of what ‘the 
| farmer has to buy did not immediately follow 

the reduction in the prices of what he had to 

sell. and did not go so far either. For these 

reasons, deflation of prices has affected the 
| farmer more seriously than any other member 
of the community. In that respect there is an 
| amergeney; but it is an emergency demanding 

eare and consideration, not haste and inatten- 
‘tion. Demanding careful study of and due 

regard for all posible avenues of betterment, 
{not the granting of arbitrary powers to be| 

exercised without limit against the home pro- 
| ducer in the attempt to do the impossible—that 
is, force the foreign consumer to pay when he 
hasn't the money, 
| ‘The depressed financial condition of the 
| farming industry cannot in any case be revers- 
led merely by improving the marketing condi- 

tions of only one of its products, even though 
it be the principal product. Oats, not wheat, are 
| the chief product of the northerly and westerly 
portions of the province and are comparatively 
lower in price than wheat. Cattle have fallen 
in price more disastrously since 1920 than has 
wheat. Dairy and poultry products are down 
in price as well. The emergency of low prices 
is general, not special. It does not arise out of

8rd, 1922, it was $1.07 6-8; and on February lat 
it was $1.18 1-4. So that instead of the present 
market prices being worse than they were in 
the earlier part of this crop year, they are 
substantially better, In March, April, May, 
June and July there was a substantial better- 
ment in prices over those of the preceding five 
months, ranging between $1.36 8-8 in April to 
$1.468-8 in May. March was $1.43 1-4, June 
$1.37 1-2, and on July 8rd $1.89 3.8, No one 
knows what the future market prico will be, 
but certainiy there has been no break since the 
end of September last that would justify on 
busines grounds the high-handed action taken 
by the two legislatures, 

The drop in the price of the crop harvested 
in 1921 came as an especial hardship, because 
it had been gown, reaped and threshed at 
almost peak costs. The crop that will soon be 
cut is not under that disadvantage. Costs had 
come down materially before it was sown. 
There has been a substantial reduction in,east- 
bound railway rates as well; so that between 
the decreased costs of production, reduced 
freight rates, and increased market price the 
outlook is not only not worse than it was last 
fall after the crop began to move, but is very 
much better, 

The taking away of the rights of private 
property, and of private contract; of the pro- 
tection of the courts and of the terms of the 
statute law with less than four days’ Legislativ® 
consideration cannot find its justification in 
the plea of emergency cither as to time or cir- 
cumstance, the facts being as they are. 

The emergency to be met was political, not 
industrial or financial. And {t could only be 
safely and successfully met by rushing the 
measure through the respective Legislatures 
within a time limit that did not give the people 
at large an oportunity to become informed 
either as to what was to be done or how it was 
to be done. Both the Alberta and Saskatchewan 
legislatures have prorogued and no one knows 
to what extent the commitments of either prov- 
ince will extend. The board yet to be appoint- 
ed is authorized to create crimes and to provide 
punishments. The powers given the board in 
open legislative session may be added to at will 
and without limit—except for the B. N. A. 
Act—by order-in-council. Not because the price 
of wheat is low or because the wheat board will 
make it higher, but because the U.F.A. organ- 
ization decided that the time had arrived to 
demonstrate the measure of its control. As to 
the possible results of the application of impos- 
sible theories to the practical affairs of life, 
that is a matter of last and least consideration 
to the leaders who control the affairs of the 
province through their control of the U. F. A. 
organization.

Prices 


A peculiar fact brought out in the discussions 
on the wheat board both in the Saskatchewan ; 
and Alberta legislatures is that the earlier the 
farmer sells after harvest the better the prive 
he is likely to get. This was so fully accepted 
in the Saskatchewan debate that one member | 
introduced a resolution, the purpose of which 
was to prevent the Manitoba farmer who har- 
vests carlier than his Saskatchewan neighbor | 
from getting the double advantage of earlier | 
sale on the open market and afterwards sharing | 
in the assumed advantages of the wheat board 
in his later sales made to the Saskatchewan | 
wheat board, Premier Greenfield made al- |

Alberta legislature when he gave as an advan.- | 
tage of the wheat board ‘that the farmer would | 
be able to complete his fall work instead of be- | 
ing ‘‘compelled to rush wheat to market to ob- |

That there is a seasonable drop in price to 
the farmer after the grain begins to move freo- 
ly seems to be agreed. And there is no doubt 
that that impression is being exploited by the 
advocates of the wheat board as a reason for 
its establishment.

| Echoes of the Fray |

Premier King wants to know if there is any- 
thing further the two Provincial Governments 
would like him to do in reference to the wheat 
board project. They haven’t said yet, at least 
not out loud, but it is a,safe surmiso that there 
is. They want him to forget it, to keop right 
on doing so, and to eycourage everybody with 
whom he has influence to do likewise. The less 
they hear about that particular subject for a 
while the pleasanter life will be. 

But the.incident is evidently not to be allowed 
to fade away without a clearing up of the ques- 
tion of who is responsible for the mishap. The 
grain dealer respectfully but foreetull de- 
clined to be made the ‘‘gonat. ’ He resents the 
explanation of the Provincial Premiers that ho 
wrecked the wheat board scheme by refusing to 
turn to,and make it igo. The council of the 
Winnipeg Grain Exchange registers its protest 
in an official statement. It is pointed out that 
there never was any ground for supposing that 
the grain dealers wanted a wheat board, not 
any room for doubt as to what they though 
about the proposal. ‘They have no faith in ‘‘na- 
tional marketing,’’ and said so to the Parlia- 
mentary committee at Ottawa. The scheme 
was not of their devising, never had their en- 
dorsation, and to count on their approval of 
it was sheer defiance of known facta and 
reasonable inference. The grain dealers want 
to buy and sell grain. ‘The wheat board was 
planned for the purpose of preventing them 
buying and selling grain. What happened to 
it was none of their doing, and none of their 
business. And they do not intend to be held 
up to the public as responsible for the collapse 
of ‘the project that was intended to put them 
out of business, 

President Wood of the U.F.A. also has a 
word on that phase of the subject. He says 
flatly that he does not believe the wheat board 
scheme was abandoned ‘because of the opposi- 
tion of the men engaged jin the grain tradc. 
That is more candid than kind. The two 
Premiers declared in their explanatory state- 
ment that such was the reason; and it was the 
only reason they gave, 

And by way of consolation to the distressed 
Ministers, the apostle of group politics says 
they have not heard the last of the wheat board 
scheme. They may as well cheer up, for the 
worst 1s yet to come. He intends to keep on 
agitating for a wheat board, to handle next 
year's crop; 

Meantime, wheat has dropped below the 
dollar mark on the ‘Winnipeg exchange, for the 
first time since the war sent prices soaring. 
What is worse, the Winnipeg F'rce Press, whic 
supported the wheat board scheme, says that 
uot a bushel of Canadian wheat has been @old 
in advance to oversea buyers, these having 
placed contracts in the United States, Argen- 
tine and Australia, and left the Canadian crop 
out of reckoning. For the reason presumably 
that a scheme was on foot to set up a wheat 
board here whose business would be to hold 
wheat for higher prices than they had to pay 
oylsewhere. That is a fact which may be profit- 
ably kept in mind when Mr. Wood takes the 
platform again this winter to proclaim the 
theory that ‘Western Canada can hold up the 
oversea consumer.

‘‘Bringing In’’ the Tar Sands 

An engineer of the Dominion 
Government, after a special inves- 
tigation, has estimated that there 
are 750 square miles of tar sand | 
along the Athabaska River and its 
tributaries above and below Me- 
Murray. Ife adds that this caleu 
lation only indicates the area over 
which out-eroppings are found 
and that ‘the deposit may be much 
larger as efforts have not vet been | 
made to test how far back from 
the water-courses the bituminous | 
sand underlies the surface soil, The 
out-eroppings range in thickness 
up to 180 feet. These figures sug- 
gest little that is definite to the | 
lay mind, beyond making clear 
that there is an almost mexhaus 
tible supply of the material for the 
purposes for which tar sands are 
now employed or known to be em 
ployable. 

Because of the immensity Of the | 
deposit public interest has been 
aroused in the experiments which 
have been made as to the practica 
bility of extracting the oi] conten 
from the sands, experiments which 
are claimed to have proved suc 
cessful. 

Fiven wider interest may attach 
to the announcement that means 
have been found for making the 
tar sands generally available for 
paving and road-making purposes. | 
Credit for this achievement ‘be 
longs in part to the Industrial Re 
search Department of the Provin 
cial University. Hitherto diffieul 
ties have stood in the way \ 
spreading the bituminous sand 
from the North on the streets of | 
Western cities and the roads of the 
prairie provinces, difficulties so 
formidable that only in an experi 
mental way has the substance been 
used for street paving even in Kd 
monton, the citv nearest the souree 
of supply, while no country road 
has yet been surfaced with Me 
Murray tar sands }

sand, in the proportion of one 
to four. To bring a ton of asphalt 
to an outside point freight! ha
